But tho’ it can- 
not be call’d in Queftion, but there were Altars in- 
fcrib'd in the Plural Number, yer it is obferv'd from 
even Lucian the Scoffer, who cannor be fufpected 
of any Friendfhip for Chriftianiry, that there was 
alfo an Altar intcribd in the Singular. 

Iris reported, thar Pan complaining, that He was 
excluded the number of the Athenian Deities, gave 
oceafion to that Infcription. And if fo, ir is well 
obfery’d, thar St. Pau! took a Proper Opportunity 
from hence to recommend to the Athenians the God 
of All things, as the word Fan may originally im- 
port. And this feems rot improbable, fince Sx. Pau! 
immediately fubjoyns, God, that made the World,and 
All things therein, feeinz that be is the Lord of Heae 
ven and Earth, 

If ic be True, thar the Athenians erected an Al- 
tar to the Unknown God, not from any complaint 
of Omiffion from any Particular Deirv, bur our of 
a Scrupulous Fear, left any one Deiry fhou’d have 
e\cap'd their Norice, with regard to this alfo very 
Pertinent that recommendation of St. Paul’, when 
he Reminded them, that chat very God, whom 
they had neglected Particularly to Recognize a- 
mong their Regarded Deities, was the Only True 

od, Maker of Heaven and Earth. Whom ye ig- 
nsrantly Worfhip, Him Declare {unto you. Strange ! 
"at they fhou’d Know chofe, of whom rhey ought 
(0 have been fgnoranr, and yet be Ignorant of Him, 
“om only they ough: to have Known ! that they 
oud be to Entimave with Strangers and Aliens, 


and yet entirely Unacquainted with their Own Fa- 
ther ! 

Q. Admit a Man to fly to your Houfe for Sheleer; 
in order to fave bis Life, and that you coud afun 
ally fave his Life by telling a Lye, whether or not it 
it lawful to fave bis Life by fuch means ? 

A. Ifa Lye be Intrinfically and Effentially Sine 
ful, as Abftracted from all manner of External Ci¢- 
cumftances, it follows, that no Plea, no Pretence 
whartfoever can Authorize fo Unwarranmtable a 
Commiffion.

Q. How is the Infinite Divifibility of Matter re- 
conciieable with the Confequence of Omnipotence, which 
They, who Defend Indivifible Points, affivm to be able 
Aflually to Divide Matter into all the Parts, into 
which ic 1s Potentially Divilible 2 But if Matter were 
thus Altually Divided, there wou'd n ceffarily bea Laft 
and a Leaft Particle, which wou'd not be any further 
Divifible. And if fo, it follows, that Matter is noe 
Infinitely Divifible. 

A. Since ic is Vemorftrably Evident, that Matter 
Is Divifible in Infinitum ; and fince, if Matter cou’d 
be Aétually Divided into all the Parts, into which 
it is Potentially Divifible, ic wou'd b4 as Demon.

ftrably Evident, that Matter is Not Infinitely Di- 
vifible, hence it Undeniably and Neceffarily fol- 
lows, thac Omniporence it felf cannot Actually Dr- 
vide Matter into all the Parts, into which it is Po- 
tentially Divifible. For Things Poffible, or ibe 
thar Include not a Contradiétion, are the Only Ob- 
jects of Omniporence. But if Ommniporence can Di- 
vide Matter according to the foremention’d manner; 
boththe Parts of the Contradiction are True, and 
it follows, that Matter both Is and Is Nor nor In- 
finitely Divifiblewhich is Impoflible ro Even Om- 
nipotence it felf. For {ure we cannot {uppole, that 
God can act contrary to his own Jmmutable and E- 
ternal Effence. But to Reconcile rhe two parts of 
a Contradiétion, and thus to aé&t Repugnantly to 
the Erernal Veriries of things is ro act contrary to 
his own Immutable and Eternal Effence, and Con- 
feqnently to Un-Deify himfelf 

Hence it is Evident, that the Objection draw: 
trom Omnipotence againft the Infinie Divifibilicy 
of Matter proves nothing, fince ir cannot be Deter- 
min’d, whether Omniporence can or cannot Actu- 
ally Divide a Continuum into all it’s Parts, ull it be 
Previoufly Determin’d, whether Matter be os be 
Not Infinitely Divifible. 

Q. If the C pernican Hypothesis be true, bow ccmes 
$t to pass, that one Moiety of the Heavenly Spleres 
ficou'd become Always Vifible ? 

A, ‘Tis true, this Phenomenon may feem ftrange, 
fincé the Sun is at fo great a Diftance from the 
Earth, and confequently fo far from the Center, 
But how great foever be the Diftance between the 
Earth and the Center, yet the Fix’d Stars are at fo 
Vaftly a greater Diftance, that the Former bears no 
Proportion to the Latter. . 

Q. Mhether the Earth's Daily Motion round it's 
own Axis, and it’s Diurnal Motion round the Sun be 
Equal ? 

A. All the Parts of the Earth do not move in the 
fame Proportion, with re{pect to 11's Diurnal Moti- 
on. For thofe Parts, that are fartheft from the Ax- 
is of the Earth move fafteft, and confequently that 
Part of the Superficies, which lies under the E- 
quator. The Difference of the Motions fpecificd 
is computed by Comparing the Times, whercin 
both of them are pertorm’d, as alfo the Diameter 
of the Earth with the Diameter of the Figure,which 
the Earth defcribes round the Sun. And from fuch 
Comparifon ariles a Ditkerence in the Proportion of 
31018. 

Q. Whether under the Equino&tial Line there be 
both Perici and Antipodes ? 

A. Under the Equinodtial Line the Perici are 
al(o Antipodes, and the Antipodes are allo Periacs. 

Q. How came the Ancients to have fo many more

A, Becaufe they knew more of the Terreftrial 
Globe from Eaft to Weft than from North to South.

A, So Plain and Obvious are fome ar leaft of the 
advantages of Mountains, that it may feem matter 
of Surprize, that any one of Common Obiervation 
fhou’d obje& againft rhem as Uflelefs Irregularities 
of an {ll-fhapen Earth. And therefore a late Pious 
3s well as Learned Naruralift has Judicioufly dif 
play'd the Inimitable Contrivance of an All-wife 
Creator in the Various Ufes of thefe very pretend- 
ed Irregularities, 

As Mountains muft be allow’d in one refpect to 
he Irregular, tho’ nor in the fenfe in which {ome in- 
send it, fo rheir Irregulariry is {uch as is Perfective 
of Beauty, as is no inconfiderable Ornamentto this 
Terreftrial Globe, as entertains the Eye of the Won- 

dring Spectator, whether he ftand on a Summiror 


ina Plainy with Engaging, with Alluring Profpedts 
And wedare appeal to the Impartial Senuimengs o¢ 
thole Daring Cenfurers, that except againft them 
whether they are not to even Them both the Qh. 
jects and Subjects of Pleafureamd Delight. Strange 
that Men fhou’d therefore Lyeny their Maker, be. 
caute he has *provided fo-exeellenc a Senfation as 
that of Sight with fo Pleafant. fo Noble an Enter. 
tainment! As Mountains are Diverfified by a great 
Variety of Soils, fo they atiord a great Variety of 
Piants, Proper for the Suftenance of Particular A. 
nimals. So that Mountains are not only Pleafang 
tothe Eye, but alfo Good for Feed. They afford al. 
fo a great abundance of Phyfical and Salurar 
Herbs. Strange again, thar Men fhou’d ufe thar 
Breath, which is Suftaim’d by the Produce of Moun. 
tains, to no better purpole than co Inveigh apainft 
them. Mountzins afford an Harbor ro feveral Birds 
Beafts,and Infeéts, which either cou'd nor at all, or 
not fo conveniently live in Plains.

vers, which are at once. fo Delightful and Benefici. 
al, nay, abfolutely Neceflary, owe their Origin to 
Mountains, which for that reafon are compar'd to 
Alembicks by a great Philofopher.

The fhortne({s of thetime. where- 
in it was Erected, and the Surprizing Difficu!tiesto 
be Surmounted in laying fo Prodigious a Fowndati- 
on in a River of fuch Exceeding Depth, and withal 
fo Wonderfully Rapid, being weigh'd together, it 
cannot be thought Strange, that ic was Efteem'd 
the Wonder of the World, and gave a Noble Idea 
ot the Riches and Magnificence of the Romans, who 
were Lords of the Univerfe. Trajan’s Succeffor A- 
drian Demolifh'd this Aftonifhing Fabrick about 15 
Years after it was Rais‘d, ro Prevent the Incurfions 
of the Dacians, who made ufe of it to Invade the 
Roman Empire.
